International Threat 
to Health Freedom

Ss. the early 1960s the Codex Commission has had far reaching effects regarding 
international food and health standards, chemical and pesticide use along with. ongoing 
contact and°communication with multinational pharmaceutical companies. Considering all 
the power and control this commission has had. over our food and piesa many people are 
unfamiliar with this organization. : | 

Codex Alimentarius Commission was eseablished ‘under the Food and Agricultural 
Organization (FAO) and the World Health Organization (WHO) branches of the United 


Nations (UN). Since 1962, Codex has produced volumes of standards, guidelines and 


principles concerning food and health standards. Additionally, Codex has evaluated the 


‘safety of more than 700 food additives and contaminants along with setting maximum 
~ residue levels of thousands of pesticides. 


Codex is comprised of delegates who represent a country or international dtpanieadon: 


146 countries were represented at Codex in 1994. Ninety percent of the “international 
organizations” delegates are said to be multinational pharmaceutical companies with only ~ 


one comsumer group represented. This being the International Organization of Consumer 
Unions, Other concerned consumer groups and the health care industry are not 
p Sprscue at Codex meetings. ) 

*“ At the last meeting in fall 1996 the “Proposed Draft Guidelines for Dietary Supplements” 
were introduced by the German delegation. These German delegates consist of, and are 
not limited to, representatives from three large drug companies known as Hoechst, Bayer 
and BASF. In a nutshell - these proposed guidelines would determine worldwide 
regulations for dietary supplements and restrict their availability through international trade. 
These supplements include vitamins, minerals and herbs. If these guidelines are passed by 
Codex they will then be enforced by the World Trade Organization (WTO) and trade 
agreements such as GATT and NAFTA. An example of these ‘new’ standards can be seen 
in Norway right now where vitamin C above 200mg is illegal to sell in natural food stores. 

In Canada, there is double trouble brewing when one considers the international threat 
of Codex’s new regulations along with Health Canada’s Health Protection Branch’s (HPB) 
new restrictions on herbs. This has been coined the ‘negative herb list’ and if it is not 
stopped in Canada, this list may become part of Codex’s plan to restrict access to herbal 
medicines worldwide. This negative herb list is said to contain more than 100 herbs, 
including golden seal, colts foot and dong quai. The Health Protection Branch has already 
marked some of these herbs illegal to sell over the counter. On the lower mainland three 
health food stores were closed down recently by the HPB for selling melantonin over the 
counter. | 

Times are tough for access to natural herbs. If something is not done soon Canadian 
health consumers are looking at tougher times. Now’s the time to question the Health 
Canada’s actions regarding the public’s access to herbs, vitamins and minerals. These 
questions need to be directed to the HPB, specifically with regards to this negative herb list 
and its silence regarding Canada’s position on the Codex’s proposed guidelines.

Slide Show is the Super Friendz second full- -length, released on Halifax's 
-Murderecords. It continues with the slight progression the band took with last 
years Play The Game Not Games 10”. This album is by far their best release, with the 
songs being just as poppy - but written with slightly more complicated structures. The 
‘Super Friendz seem to have defined their focus, and have proved themselves to be one 

of Canada’s greatest bands. 

John Davis has outdown himself with his latest release, Blue Mountains, released on 

the Shrimper label. Many felt his last full length, Leave Home, was a bit too sketchy - 

too much poetry! With Blue Mountains, Davis has decided to write more “listener 

friendly” songs. It’s amazing, with lots of hooks and the usual enigmatic lyrics one 
comes to expect from Davis. For those who are fans of Davis’ side project, the new 
Folk Implosion record is due out sometime this month (mid April?). 

A compilation called Pet-Kout-Koy-ek - songs for a river has been released to 
help raise money in order to save the Petitcodiac River in Moncton, New 
Brunswick. It features rare, and unreleased songs from such East Coast bands as 
Jale, Hardship Post, The Monoxides, Eric’s Trip and Orange Glass. It also features 

some great folk acts like Gerald Leblanc, Eastern ‘Wind Singers, and Les Paiens. 

It’s ideal for fans of East Coast music, and supports a great cause. 

Bill Ding consists of Dan Snazelle and John Hughes III, who write minimalist 
bedroom-indie rock songs. There’s not much else to say, other than that the 

Just A Nick In The Car Door 7" is surprising. | wasn’t expecting much, but it 

did peak my interest. It’s worth checking out if you like Palace, Sentridoh 
and other similar bands. Bill Ding have a full length out on Hefty as well, 
but | haven't heard it yet. This is all the information | can give. 

Len have returned with a second album titled Get Your Legs Broke, 
released on their own Funtrip label. This one’s full of overblown attitude 

(lot's of swearing), and in contrast, some great pop-rock. Even though 

they've been supporting Pure during a recent tour, Len have managed to 

create a distinct sound worthy of some recognition. It’s very downtown 

Toronto, and melodic. If they'd only lose the “tough-guy” image, they 
could become more likeable. But that’s just their personality, which reflects 
nothing onto their music. 

Marbles is the moniker Robert Schneider has chosen to use when 
releasing his solo material, and he has just put out a collection of earlier 
recordings on an album titled Pyramid Landind. Schneider's solo songs are 

similar to the songs he writes in his full-time band The Apples in stereo, but are 

a little more broken down. This album documents Schneider's life during 1992- 

1993, and is full of Brian Wilson influenced songs, with lots of harmonies, wacked 
chords and beaches. A must for fans of the Elephant 6 Collective (The Apples, 
Olivia Tremor Control, Neutral Milk Hotel etc.). 

A fantastic split 7” by State Champs and the Motes features two bands out of 
Nova Scotia, who are fanatic fans of College Rock. They’re basically indie rock, but 
that’s a term which is hard to define these days. Music in general is so hard to 
define... but what else can you say describe a band’s sound without confusing the 
reader? Both bands don't carry the typical East Coast sound, but definitely share the 
same talent with the region. State Champs and The Motes should be making a national 
name for themselves soon. It'll take some time and heavy touring, but popularity is just 

around the corner. The 7” is a co-release by Daydream and Ant records; two labels in 

Nova Scotia who have joined in a common cause to release music by spectacular bands. 

This release is proof that the Halifax scene isn’t dead, and that it will never sink back 

into the obscurity it once knew. A 
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
